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OST pleaſant, indeed, as well as 
moſt ſatisfactory and beneficia

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THE HEAD-ACH. 


THIð is a very painful ſenſation of the 
nervous membranes of the head. 
Its ſituation may either be in the ſub- 
ſtance of the brain or the meninges; in 
the pericranium, or in the bones them- 
ſelves. The cauſes are various: it may 
proceed from inflammation, or a plethora 
diſtending the veſſels. The membranous 
parts are liable to ſevere rheumatic pains. 
It may alſo be intermittent, or owing to 
the venereal diſeaſe. We have likewiſe 
nervous and ſpaſmodic head-achs. _ 


If the pain be light, and affects a par- 
ticular part, it is called cephalalgia; if 
the whole head, cephalica; if only one 
ſide, hemicrania: if there be only a fixed

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pain on the top of the head, which may 
be covered with the tip of the finger, it is 


called æavus hyſtericus. The general 


cauſe.is an obſtructed circulation through 
the veſſels of the head and ſtomach: it 


may ſometimes proceed from a bilious 


tendency in the latter; or any morbid 


matter, abſorbed from the external parts 


of the body to the internal, From the 
various cauſes of the diſorder, no one me- 
thod of cure can be recommended, but 
muſt be varied as the caſe requires.

The 
patient is thrown ſuddenly on the ground, 
whence it is called the falling ſickneſs.

This 
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This diſeaſe, in itſelf, is not attended 
with any immediate danger; but if it con- 
tinue any long time, or return with much 
frequency, it often produces very miſ- 
chievous conſequences and effects; ſuch 
as loſs of memory, &c. and ſometimes it 
introduces mere idiotiſm. An epilepſy 
appearing ſoon after birth, is probably 
owing to ſome injury done to the brain, 


as the head ſhoots through the vagina, 


and is ſeldom cured. A fright, or ſudden 
paſſion of the mind, will ſometimes oc- 
caſion an epilepſy; worms in children 
otten produce it, by irritating the nervous 
ſyſtem of the inteſtines.

MPERFECT vifion may ariſe from 
whatever may refract or obſtruet the 
rays of light from falling upon the op- 
tic nerve. This may proceed either 
from a cataract, an opake cornea, or 
a paralyſis of the nerve itſelf. For the 
firſt, nothing but the operation, either 
of donching or extraction can be uſed, 
as no medicine will have any ſalutary 
effect on the chryſtaline lens.

TIIS diſorder, though ariſing from 
1 different cauſes, and advanced 
to different degrees, is, in fact, not- 
withſtanding the variety of ſymptoms, 
but af one and the ſame nature. It is 
occaſioned by the organs of digeſtion 
being weakened, and is known by a 
decreaſe of ſtrength, deprivation of ap- 
petite, little or no fever, ſhortneſs of 
breath, and the generally high, but in- 
conſtant colour of the urine. 


Children are frequently afflicted with 
this diſeaſe from the ſudden change of 
their aliment, in being taken from the 
breaſt, to ſubſiſt on more ſolid food,

when their legs become pendulous, their 
habit flaccid, their ſkin corrugated, and 
their appetite inſatiable. This diſorder 
is totally different from the rickets, or 
that leanneſs that occurs from the breaſt 
not affording a proper ſubſiſtence. 


When PR diſorder reſults fans a 
diarrhæa, fluor albus, diabetes, gonor- 
rhæa, &c. the one ultimately depends on 
the removal of the original diſeaſe.

HIS diſeaſe often proceeds from 

an impeded influx pf the bile 
into the duodenum, and an abſorp- 
tion of it into the circulation, where- 
by the ſerous parts of the blood are 
tinged, and will be viſible in the more 
l parts, as the white of the eyes. 
The urine, being loaded with it, will 
be very high coloured, and will dye a 
cloth, of a ſaffron hue; the fæces will 
be white, for want of bile to colour 
them, and a dropſy often ſucceeds, the 
parts becoming relaxed for want of 
nouriſhment. The cauſes are various; 
they may either proceed from calculi or

If from 
the firſt cauſe, We muſt. endeayour to 
relax the ducts, that the ſtone. may 
paſs into the duodenum; for this pur- 
poſe, we adviſe blood-letting, opiates, 
and clyſters, till the pain is eaſed, and 
ſuch medicines as will keep the body 
open; afterwards, a courſe of Bath 
waters may be employed advantage- 


ouſly. We may have violent pains. in 


the loins, from calculi paſſing through 
the ducts, Which may lay in ſuch a 
ſituation as not totally to obſtruct the 
paſſage of the bile, therefore, will be 
unattended with the jaundice. Salt of 
tartar will diſſolve gall ſtones, as will 
ſoap lees and the bile of vipers. Vio- 
lent paſſion, or the cholic, acts by in- 
ducing a ſpaſm upon the ducts; this 
ſpaſm will be but relieved by the courſe 
of medicines noticed above, and when 
the cholic paſſion ſubſides, the jaun- 
dice will ſubſide likewiſe.

OMEN, by the laws of nature, 
VV © are ſubject to a monthly diſ- 
charge of blood from the uterus and 
vagina. This diſcharge uſually appears 
about the fourteenth or fifteenth year 
of age, but the time . varies according 
to the conſtitution of the female. er. 
an average, it generally ceaſes ſponta- 
neouſly at farty-five years of age, at 
which time, women are no longer 
hi Dogon of conception. 


1 have known inſtances of this dif- 
charge appearing regularly at the age 
of eleven years, but in ſuch caſes it 

| generally 
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 gerferally ceaſes as early as the thirty- 
eighth or fortieth year. The later they 
appear, the later the prolongation- 
The common quantity of diſcharge 
from a healthy woman may be from 
two to four or five Oz. upon an ayes 


rage. It continues from two or thres 


to five days. In ſome it returns rather 
before the | expiration: of twenty- eight 
days. In others not till five or ſox. weeks 
have intervened, who, nevertheleſs, 
continue in a ſtate of regular health. 
Some, again who have a great redun- 
dancy, or plethora, cannot paſs more 
than ten or twelve days without the 
renewal of this appearance. The caufe 
of ſuch. a diſcharge is not clearly àſcer- 
tained. Dr. Smith ſuppoſes it to pro- 
ceed from a particular plethora, but to 
account for this plethora we know not 
very ſatisfactorily. Probably it may be 
rather owing to a particular ſtimulus, 


analogous to that which excites the brute 
creation to venery.

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In all chronic diſorders of young 
women, it becomes the | phyſician to 
attend to the ſtate of the Menſtreation,

It may alſo proceed 
from an obſtruction in the bowels, or a 
ſluggiſh languid motion of the blood, 
whether natural or acquired by eaſe, 
indulgence, or want of exerciſe; and 
this latter, no doubt, is the caſe when 

the diſeaſe happens to very young, girls, 
who are not capable of ſuffering an .

If the menſes are conſiderably ob- 
ſtructed, or the time of their firſt ap- 
pearance ſeems at hand, the purges 
ought to be pretty ſtrong, and giyen 
about the expected' time of their erup- 
tion, or of their monthly returns.
